“private executions” as distinct from “public 
executions” contains an implication that while 
the public are not, the Press are, admitted tw 
the ceremony. This line of reasoning shou'd 
convince every member of the Commission 
that Article 24 cannot bear the construction 
which the opponents of the admission of the 
Press to the Municipal meetings would like to 
put on it. This is the sole official impediment 
to the adoption of Mr. Salvago’s proposal, and 
it is clearly based on a fallacious interpretation. 

There are, of course, other objections. It is 
urged that if the local newspapers be admitted 
to the meetings the proceedings will be endless. 
ly protracted because some —e very few —ot 
the City Fathers are gifted with a fatal fluency. 
Their portentous volubility will, it is urged, be 
terribly augmented if they flatter themselves 
that al] their orations will be reported word 
for word in the newspapers of the following 
day. These windbags will talk and argue for 
hours and hours im the hope of perusing count- 
less columns of their verbiage in the local 
Press, and the result will be that public 
business will come to a standstill, the routine 
of the Municipal Commission will become out 
of gear, and the fabric of the Municipality will 
be dislocated. All this agxiety is quite needless, 
The small space available for the reports in 
the !ocal Press absolutely preclude any such 
system of reporting. On the contrary, the 
admission of the Press will facilitate the 
expedition of public business to a very great 
extent. Members of the Commission who have 
a tendency to speechify will be checked and 
not encouraged if they know that reporters are 
present who will ruthlessly summarise their 
discourses, and a great deal of unnecessary talk 
will be stopped for ever when the Councillors 
know that the outside public will be able to 
judge of the efficiency of their policy by the 
cogency of their arguments. From every point 
of view the admission of the Press will be of 
advantage not only to the Alexandrian public 
but to the Municipal Commission itself.

the Greek cause in Macedonia has been carried 
out all over Europe, with the object of pro- 
moting the acquisition of Macedonia by tho 
Bulgarians, to the detriment of the Greeks 
There is no doubt that in many quarters this 
campaign has met with a large measure of 
success, and that sympathy for the Greeks has 
been considerably lessened thereby. To thove 
who do not know the conditions, the length at 
which the disputes have been carried on has 
induced a feeling of weariness in Europe, who 
are beginning to believe that the Greeks are 11 
the wrong, simply because the Slav organs % 
constantly din that view of the case into thei: 
ears. But Europe owes so much to the civ 
lisation of the Greeks of old, and even of those 
of the Middle Ages, that it wil! not, we trust, 
desert modern Greece for Slav races, to whic 
it owes nothing

CAPITULATIONS AND 
VACCINATION. 


A striking instance of the evil wrought by 


, the Capitalations has of late been afforded at 


Alexandria. Owing to the special privileges 
enjoyed by Baropeanse, vsocioation is not com- 
pulsory as is the case with the native popula- 
tion. In Alexandria we have approximately a 
popolation consisting of 330,000 natives and 
7,000 Europeans, and the number of cases «f 
smsl'pox daring the last foar mouths is as fol- 
lows: September, 2; October, 3; Novembor, 7; 
December, 26 up to date. Of this nomber, 18 
were Eoropean, 2 were Syrian, and 6 Egyptian. 
Of the Earopeans 5 were Eogjish. The dispro- 
portion between the Earcpean and native is 
remarkable, especially considering the nome- 
rical inferiority of the former. 


PROGRESS OF CAPE-CAIRO LINB. 
Sir Charles Metca'fs, who bas jast returned 
to England from the Congo Free State border, 
has made a statement regarding the progress 
of the Cape to Cairo Railway, in which be says:

APPEAL FOR DESERVING CAUSE. 


In the House of Commons last Thursday, 

Dr. Ratherford (Middlesex, Brentford) asked 
the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs 
whether he had received answers to the 
ir quiries with reference to an order of the 
Sadan War Office prohibiting admission of 
the Cairo newspaper “Al Minbar” into the 
Sodan; and whether that order had now been 
rescinded, and, if not, upon what groands was 
it maintained. 

Bir B. Grey (Northamberland, Berwick) — 
Hie Mojesty’s Agent and Consol-General in 
Cairo repor®& that the Governor-General of the 
Sadan exercises a discretionary power as to 
the newpapers which are allowed to ciroalate 
in that country, and that the ciroalation of 
‘‘Al Minbar” and some others is prohibited. As 
regards the qnestion raised by the bon.member 
oo November 15 last as to whetber the Sadan 
is still onder martial law, | would refer bim 
to Article 9 of the Anglo-Ezyptian Con ; 
of January 19, 1899, which rons as follows:— 

“Until and eave so faras it shall be deter- 
mined by proclamation, the Sadan, with the 
exception of the town of Saakin, shall be and 
remain ander martial law.” This article has 
not been repealed, bat it is, of coarse, only 
intended to be pat into operation in exception- 
al cases. Laws and regolations approved by 
his Msjesty's Government and the Government 
of Egypt, and enforced throogh regularly 
constitated tribunals, are in vigour throughout 
the whole of Sadanese territory. 


Sixteen years ago the energy and generosity 
ot Sir John Branver were instrumental in the 
starting of a hospital in Loxor for the relief of 
the native popolation; an institation which 
has been most successfolly carried on ever 
sinoe, thanks to its management and the sup- 
port it has received from visitors and others. 
Daring his life-time Mr. John Cook defrayed a 
nO inconsiderable portion of its expenses ; and 
since his death his family have still maintained 
their interest in its working, Mr. P. Vook being 
chairman of the committee, and the firm of 
Messrs.. Thos. Cook & Son being very generous 
in its subscriptions. 

The exeoative working of the hospital is in 
the hands of the Bnglish doctor, Mr. F. W. 
Saunders, M.B., M.RO.8, and those of the 
resident Egyptian medical officer, Rashid Bffen- 


ing he moe ondertakes whole charge dar- 
sommer. There are foor native male 
and one woman who undertakes the 
oharge of the harem ward. 

The hospital, which lies at the south side o 
the village, consists ofa nomber of one-storied 
detached buildings with wide, roofed-in ve- 
randahs, a high walled garden surrounding 
them all The administrative block contains 
the new operating-room, which was added late- 
ly, thanks to the generosity of some American 
visitor, a well-equipped dispensary, and wait- 
ing-rooms, and here a great number of oot- 
patients are received and tended every day. 
The greater proportion of the in-patients are 
surgical cases, and the operating-room is con- 
stantly in reqoest. The barem ward is rearly 
always fall in spite of the difficalties which 
alwaye existin such cases. Altogether some 
26 to 80 beds are provided, and these are 
nearly always occupied. 

It mast be remembered that this excellently 
managed hespital is entirely dependent for 
tands on the donations and voluntary sab- 
scriptions it receives. It hes no State aid 
beyond asmall annoal grant from the Daira 
Sanieh and the Railway Administration, and 
it bas no invested property except the interest 
on the Memorial P.nd collected by the friends 
of the late Dr. Longmore, which provides for 
the opkeep of two beds inthe ward cplled by 
his name. Collections towards its maiutenance 
are made io the churches at Loxor and 
Assouso from time to time, as well as apon 
the Nile steamers, and various entertainments 
are held in Loxor for its benefit. The Sporting 
Clab is also very generous in the soms it 
hands over tothe committee, and individaal 
subscriptions speak well for the generosity of 
the visitors. 

Bat nevertheless the want of money is al- 
ways a serious drawback and the opkeep of 
the hospital makes its maintenance a matter 
of grave difficulty at times. Its expenditore 
increases year by year, and though we are 
glad to notice that ite receipts ara also on the 
increase, we should be still more glad to see 
the 'atter more closely balancing the former. 
If only people coald see for themselves the 
good work that is being done here, and the 
cleanliness and orderliness of its doing in a 
country where cleanliness and order are no 
easy matters, thsy woald be all the more ready 
to support sach a deserving and charitable 
cause.

Nearly every pereon South of Cairo seem 
to have arranged his or her ;lans 80 as to 
pass to-day in Assouan, with the resalt that 
the hotels are as f.l' aa in the high season 
and greetings between familiar friends are 
heard on every side. Luxor mast be well nigh 
depopulated for near'y all her visitors are 
here ; and many Cairo folk ara also spending 
their ‘Xmas holidays in the welcome warmth 
of this most cheerful corner of Upper Egypt, 
where the attractions of climate can be enjoy 
ed with all the addition of material comforts 
providel by some of the best hotels in the 
country. 

Here from the windows of the Ustaract one 
lo ks down over tha narrow rapids which give 
the hotel its name. Rapids they are not at the 
moment, for the water flows smooth and qoiet 
past the sandy shoals and rongh piles cf rook 
which block ita channel. Brightly coloared 
boats are sailing or being rowed to and fro, 
and many anwieldly looking pacsenger daha.

Considering the end of the year is at band, 
and all the banks are holding large amounts 
for distribution of dividends, and tor their own 
use, to show latge balances in their individual 
balance sheete, money is quite as plentifal 
as oam® be expected.

Felix Schuster, ardent fres-trader as he is, as 
is osual with men of hie faith, shots bis eyes 
to plain facts. His admission of the necessity 
for a change is in itee!f admisdion of the failure 
of the present +ystem. To pat obstroction in 
the way of foretgo export, as other nations do, 
is the obviobs course, and will no doebt be 
resorted to. Unless other nations folliw os, 
whioh, in view of the failare of our free gold 
market, they are not likely to do, we mast 
follow them. Indeed, the Bank has already, / 
to a certain extent, been compelled to do this. 
The remedy of a second reserve of £12,000,000 
proposed by Sir Felix Soboster is qaite | 
inadeqoate, bot if carried ont woald relieve | 
matters for sometime.
